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The Coming Electric Age 


NE of tho, most striking and fundamental changes of 


todav is that from steam to electricity, and it prom- 
to transform civilization fully as much as did the de- 


velopment of steam power. 
*-:„:«.,, 
For instance, the change from steam to electricity 


has already gained such momentum that its effects are 
little less than revolutionary. Fifty-five percent of the 
power now used in Chicago is electrical. Eighty-five per- 
cent is electrical in Ontario, where a real revolution has 
happened as a result of the installation of a superpower 
system that makes electrical power to a degree never 
dreamed of before. One effect of Ontario's cheap, clean 
power is the fact that an American industry moves over 
the line into Ontario about every two weeks. 
Los Angeles is another center that is feeling the el- 


fects of cheap electrical power. This accounts for the 
rapid rise of this city into the million class more than any 
other factor. Five thousand miles of American roads are 
already electrified. In Ontario 204 cities and 77 farming 
districts are on a basis of electrical power. Farmers get 
10 horse-power of it for 60 cents a day. 
Farms thus 


equipped are worth $25 an acre more than other farms 
of equal size and fertility. 
Twenty-five different pro- 


cesses for the use of electricity in the home have been 
developed.

Water is the best, but not the only source of cheap 


electricity. 
Turning coal into electricity at the mines 


would save all coal transportation. 
Coal thus utilized 


would suffer no waste. It would run railroads without 
being hauled on railroads and would cleanly and cheaply 
heat, light and equip with power homes hundreds of miles 
away. This may be the solution of North Dakota's prob- 
lem of utilizing her 600,000,000,000 tons of lignite.

IX prominent professors of the University of Tennessee 


have been dismissed by notification that they will not 


be recommended for re-election. The dismissals represent 
the "bag" of an eager and energetic heresy hunt by the 
university authorities. 
The original sin was the ordering by Dr. J. W. 


Sprowls of copies of- James Harvey Robinson's "Mind in 
the Making" for classroom work. The university authori- 
ties, over the protest of Dr. Sprowls, sent the books back. 
Later, without the preferring of charges, Sprowls was 
notified that his services were no longer desired. A peti- 
tion was circulated among Sprowls' sympathizers on the 
'faculty asking for an investigation of the university by 
the American Association of College Professors, the out- 
come of which would be to determine whether the Ten- 
nessee institution would be boycotted by the members of 
the association as inimical to the fixed standards of acad- 
emic freedom. 


Then began an inquisition by the officials to deter- 


, mine the identity of signers of the petition and of mem- 
bers of the association. 
Each suspect was put on the 


stand with the alternative of committing himself or tell- 
ing a lie, and a stenographer was on hand to take the ans- 
wers. Among those discharged was Judge John R. Neal 
of the law college, regarded as probably the most popu- 
lar professor on the campus. Intervention by the Gover- 
nor has been sought in his behalf with prospects of suc- 
cess.

S. senate the Sun says in part: 


The result seems at first glance food for fears of a 


mysteriously rising tide of "radicalism." But it would be j 
hasty to regard the Johnson victory as such a manifesta- 
tion. If the nation were to be betrayed into fundamental 
political rashness by Minnesota, it would be betrayed by 
what logically should be one of the solidest groups of its 
population. Minnesota is agricultural—her crops total to! 
a value of $500,000,000 and of her manufactured prod-i 
ucts .$381,249,000 worth came forth in the shape of flour; 
alone. She is well educated—her illiteracy is 1.6 percent' 
as against a 6 percent for the nation. She is Nordic— 
with a population of Scandinavian, German and British 
origin. la such a State flying toward doctrinaire radical- 
ism? 


The answer to this question lies in the occupation of 


Minnesotans and in previous American history. Minne- 
sota is an agricultural State, supplementing the raising of 
crops with the manufacture of flour. 
Her proepei'ity de- 


pends on the prosperity of the farmer. For the last few 
years the farmer has not been prosperous and dui'ing the 
last few weeks the course of market prices in cereals has 
indicated that his immediate lot will be worse before it 
becomes better. The farmer is human, he does not like 
poverty, he has viewed with increasing discontent the; 
maintenance of prices in commodities in general and the I 
fall in the prices of wheat, corn, oats and rye. 
| 


Almost everybody in Minnesota has recognized thisj 


situation. Governor Preue, playing for the farmer's vote 
in a farmer's State, repudiated the national Administra- 
tion as much as he could and still stay in the Republican 
party. Johnson had greater freedom, and used it. He 
deplored the farmer's lot, denounced the party that had 
done nothing effective to relieve it and promised to work 
for relief. And discontented Minnesota elected him. 


Was this radicalism? If so, it was a radicalism en- 


tirely native, and of very long standing. It was a radical- 
ism going back to the rapid settlement of the northern 
middle West from 1860 to 1880, when 8,000,000 people 
suddenly found themselves settled on new lands, the 
farmers of hundreds of thousands of square miles of new 
farms. For these people felt in the sixties what their de- 
scendants feel today—high prices of the goods they used 
and low prices of the goods they sold. They united then 
to make strange parties and movements—denouncing the 
railroads, the banks, the tariff. Such was the "Granger" j 
movement, culminating in 1874 with an estimated mem-1 
bership of 800,000, and an activity paralleling in many! 
ways, that of the Non-Partisan League. Such were the 
Farmers' Alliances sown thru the South and West fromj 
1880 on. and boasting of 5,000,000 members. Such was' 
the People's Party, which captured Kansas in 1890, polled 
1,041,021 votes out of 12,036,089 cast in a Presidential] 
election, and later merged with the Free Silver Democrats - 
in 1896. 
,

serious damage. Tools like the screw driver, plyers and adjustable 
wrench should be carried' in the pocket of a door or where they can 
be reached at once when you need them. 


Don't forget to carry a good supply of rags or waste or the soap. 


The soap comes in useful not only for washing purposes, but will 
also, help you to make a temporary repair if you are unfortunate 
enough to crack a gasoline pipe or have a leaking connection. 
Soften 


the soap and plaster it around the crack or connection, then wind a 
strip of rag or some insulating tape all around. The rags will enable 
you to pack the tools so,that they will not rattle about. 


The io\v rope is not absolutely necessary unless you are going on a 


long trip, but in any case it is a handy thing- to have on a car. 
You 


never know when you- will have to make a detour or strike a muddy 
stretch of road, and -the tow rope might be just the thing about all 
others that you need. If you are not carrying mud chains (and vou 
should) the tow rope can be used to wrap around the tire and pull 
you out. 


Be sure about your spare spark plugs. Take new ones preferably, 


or if the plugs' have been used, be sure that they are clean and test 
them to see that they are all right. Most owners think they have , 
spare plugs, but when they come to look for them in time o/ trouble. ' "lra on tile "'' • lc soes borne uud ; 
they 'discover thatlwbat- they really have is half a dozen oily, fouled 'grinds the valvea. 
up, defective plugs'that have never been cleaned, and which you cannot 
depend upon. Make sure that the spares you are going to carry are 
GOOD plugs. 


Always use a box spanner to rcmeve the spark plugs. If you use 


an open end wrench , it is always liable to slip off and break the 
porcelain. 
It is a good policy also to use one particular -. make of 


spa'rkjplujs. 
Some plugs suit one engine better than another. 
It is 


always ..best to>s,tick to the make 'and type of plug supplied by the 
manufacturer of your. car. 
He knows better than anyone else what 


plugs suits his particular 'engine.

Are You Banishing 


the Carriers of Disease?

HAT are you doing to destroy disease-carry- 


ing vermin? 


If there were a mad dog running at 


large in your neighborhood, you would put aside 
everything else to join in the chase to banish the 
deadly beast. 


Has it ever occurred to you that there rests 


upon you the responsibility to do the same- duty 
with regard to all the other living things which carry 
disease and death? 


There has been and is much discussion over 
DR. corELANo 


the degree of danger associated with this "or that insect or animal. It 
is generally believed to-day that flies carry disease, yet I met a scien- 
tist in Poland last year who said he't" 
seriously doubted the danger of flies. 
I was startled and asked him this 
question: 


"If you were made health officer 


of a large city would you discontin- 
ue all effort to kill files?" 


He admitted that he would not, so 


I concluded that after all he was 
somewhat doubtful of hia "convic- 
tion." 


It is generally believed by scien- 
tists and apparently proved, that 
dysentery, diarrhoea, typhoid fever 
and tuberculosis can be carried by- 
flies. The rough feet and bodies of 
flies are capable of carrying germs 
from the filth where they work. One 
authority says that from three hun- 
dred thousand to three million bac- 
teria can be obtained from the out- 
side of a single fly and just as many 
from its interior. 


They breed in pig pens, in manure, 


in decayed garbage and in other filth. 
The fly is a bad animal and should 
be destroyed. 


The other day I -was a gruest in a 


famous and hospitable home in the 
South. Around the ta.ble walked a 
soft-footdd, old, colored "mammy" 
who waved the flies away with a 
great fan of peacock feathers. Thus 
we were momentarily sparedJ:he an- 
noyance of the flies, but it is better 
to destroy them and their breeding- 
places. 
Everybody knows the part the 
mosquito plays in carrying malaria. 
It should be. destroyed. 


Likewise lice, bedbugs, ticks and 


fleas are dangerous vermin. Every 
effort should be made to put them 
out of existence. 
I doubt if the average person 
realizes what expensive pests rats 
are.

He steals this 
much from his human neighbors. 


There are as many rats in any 


community as there are human be- 
ings. The rat is a real problem and 
should be proceeded against in sys- 
tematic ways. 
Bubonic plague and perhaps epi- 


demic jaundice are carried by rats, 
or by the flea of the rat; 
For the 
sake of the common safety we 
should rid our communities of this 
pest.
